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It is safe to say that North High will have 
this season, one of the strongest teams in its 
history.

Part [. 

The land of the Spartans was rained thru 
Ollt the whole ancient world for its snperh 

models of masculine beauty. No land might 
produce such men. Prom earliest youth train- 



ed to endure hardship, schooled in all the arte 
of war, what pain could they feel; they who 
as mere children had had their whole bodies 
lacerated with Stripes, disdaining to betray 
their suffering in any way. Strenuous gym- 
nastics gave ease to thsir limbs, iron to the 
muscle, grace to their carriage. No state in 
all Greece dared compare its men with tlms;* 
oj* Laconia. 

One night upon a rugged crag that over- 
looked ancient Sparta, a young boy stood 
motionless, gazing far out over the city which 
lay silent and dark before him. His head 
was thrown hack like a hauty conqueror. 
The majesty a id dignity of his bearing were 
unusual even among the many noble youths 
Of Sparta. He was one of the 1 Ieraclaedae — 
a decendent of kings. Implanted in his very 
soul was a love of Sparta and all of which 
she was typical: a devotion to the ancient 
heroes and a longing to prove himself worthy 
of snch a la id. 

The sternness of the Spartan was strong 
in him Imt there was something else about him 
not wholly Spartan. He had been endowed

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justice. Young as h€ was be seemed to feel 
thai cold blooded murder even of an enemy 

was wrong. The thot of the heroes of his 

country usually stirred his Spartan soul and 
inspired him to imitate them : bul tonighl 
as he communed with himself he Pell thai some 
cloud of sin hung over all their deeds of valor. 
The cause of these meditations was that this 
very nighl he was to start 00 his lirst crypt ia. 
It was a great event in the life of a Spartan 
hoy. first round on the ladder to glory, the 

lirst experience in actual warfare: an oppor- 
tunity for the young warrior to show his spirit 
and his power. Alcnian (this was the hoy's 
name! knew all this, knew tin 1 crypt ia to be 
an essential in the training of a soldier; yet 
he also saw it in another light. He and his 
companions were to go out among the wilds 
of Laconia. to track the Helots to their lairs, 
to spy upon their actions, to witness their suf- 
ferings and. — if there was one among them man 
enough to curse his persecutors, — to mark him 
for murder: to limit him down as a wild beast, 
murder him and burying iho body in some 
lonely spot conceal the deed from all the 
world. 

Many of the Helots were scarcely better than 
wild beasts. Long years of slavery had made 

a once noble race fierce, wild and desperate. 
Thus it hapi>ened that the youth of Sparta 
regarded the death of a Helot as a matter of 
small moment. They were scarcely considered 
as human beings. Airman had looked upon 
the Helots thus until a certain event in his 
life changed his attitude. 

Once when very young he was out alone 
hunting in the mountains. Night came on, a 
fearful storm arose and lie lost his way. He 
t licit he would perish of hunger and exhaus- 
tion when a man returning homeward noticed 
the child. He stopped to see who it was and. 
by thi' tunic he wore, recognized him to be one 
(rf the nobility. A look came over his face 
which Alcman never forgot: a look of intense 
pain and sorrow, then — hatred and fierce 1 
thirst for vengeance. TTe grasped the stout 
club he carried, but as he looked at the child, — 
even a child of one of bis inhuman masters, — 
In* had not the will to do the deed he contem- 
plated. Instead he took Alcnian home with 
him. fed him and kepi him till morning when 
Alcman easily found his way home. 

This was tin* reason he now hesitated. How 
could the boy forget this scene? How could 

even a Spartan fail to appreciate the sparing 

of his life by an enemy? Ever since that time 
Alcman had regarded the Helots more as un 



fortunate brothers than as dogs. He had se- 
cretly given them food, even when he risked 
his life. It was a hard and cruel fate thai 
rhose this lad for the crypt ia. 

As he was thus meditating, his hand can 
in contact with the sword that hung by bjl 
side. Many a time had that sword been red 
with the life blood of a foe. Many a time 
had it brought a victory to a Spartan. Thai 
was when it dangled by his grand sirei 
side. A short time before Airman's mother 
had buckled it on him.

A 
look of pity took the place of vengeance on 

his bold face. Was this boy to be sacrificed? 

The cause of the Belots w as hopeless. Ii was 
useless thai this boy should become a victim 
0 f jiuit fierce struggle. Alcman did no1 know 
the reason for the man's hesitation, bu1 taking 
advantage of the pause, he made a wild thrusl 
with his sword. The blade did not pierce the 
shirt of goatskin which the slave wore bu1 
glancing aside made a deep cu1 in the man's 
arm. 

Wholly disregarding the boy, the Helot 
turned aboul to examine the wound from which 
the blood was flowing freely.
